We had lots of fun with our relatives, but they tested our patience. 
We learned that hospitality included loving those who could grate on 
your nerves. I am grateful for how my parents taught us to welcome 
visitors, even when it required lots of patience. 

Also, we like to receive hospitality, so it is part of the give and take 
in life. I will be on vacation July 25 - August 5. As I made plans, I 
presumed that people would pick me up from the airport and provide 
a place to stay. I will visit my sister in Wisconsin, then fly to Newark, 
NJ and see a priest friend. In my absence, the priests at the Cathedral 
will cover emergencies and the weekend Masses July 28-29. Fr. Tim 
Hoag will cover the first weekend of August.

Christopher West often states, "If you have a 
body, then the Theology of the Body is for you." 
Because we are "enfleshed" spirits (as opposed 
to angels, who are pure spirits), any theology 
that focuses on the proper integration of body 
and spirit should, by default, be of great 
importance and value to all people. 

Pope John Paul II sought to develop what he 
called an adequate anthropology. In the Theology 
of the Body, he sets out a proper understanding 
of what it really means to be human; he then 
describes how this proper understanding 
should be lived out here on earth. Everyone 
ultimately needs to know what it means to be 
human and how to live in a way that brings 
authentic happiness. Thus, this program is for 
all Christians, including those who are living 
out "celibacy for the Kingdom." 

We are very excited to be bringing this study 
program to the parish and ask that you keep 
those who are training to deliver it to our adults 
in your prayers. We also hope you will join us 
this fall as we delve into the study. If you have 
any questions, please contact Teresa or Fr.
